FIRE AND DELUGE 
IN GRAND PACIFIC 


Guests and Employes Flee | 
from the Hotel to Street 
While Elements Do 
$200,000 Damage. 


DEFECTS IN- STRUCTURE. 


Flimsy Smokestack Assigned as 


Cause of the Blase; One Ele- 
vator Is Put Out of 
' Service. 


Fire, panic, and a deluge df water put the 
Grand Pacific hotel out of . yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The fire sent guests and employés scurry- 
ing into the street, for the most part with ne 
belongings except what they had on their 
backs. Then tons of water wer poured upon 
the stubborn flames for two hours, complet - 
ing the havoc and causing damage of at 
least $200,000 to building, furnishings, and 
personal property. This morning the famous 
old hostelry is deserted. 

Conditions which will de scrutinised close- 
ly by the police and the fire attorney ac- 


companied the starting of the fire. An m- 


vestigation by Fire Marsha! Horan indicated 
that it was caused by the use of a defective 
smokestack at the northwest corner of the 
building. 


Other Defects in Building. 

Other investigations showed more defects 
of construction. One of the two elevators 
which connected with the main rotunda was 
found jammed against the top of its shaft, 


useless. It had been out of commission, it 


was said, before the fire started. And in the 
north half of the top story, to which the fire 
was confined, a double roof and a faise ceil- 
ing made it almost impossible to get at the 
flames. 

James Ryan, foreman of the engineers who 
were at work on the partly wrecked stack, 
discovered the fire on the roof shortly after 
8 o'clock. He was at work on a derrick near 
the chimney, he said, when the flames burst 
through a wall almost directly in his face. 

Several alarm were sent in, and at fret it 
was thought the fire was confined to the ex- 
treme northwest corner of the top story, 


Guests Long in Ignorance of It. 

Inside the hotel nothing was known of 
the fire until fifteen minutes after it had 
gained headway. Clerk Thomas Gregory 
heard of it from Dr. C. P. Stringfield, resi- 
dent physician at the hotel, who saw the 
flames from his office in the Western Union 
building, across Jackson boulevard. Dr. 
Stringfield telephoned his wife to leave the 
building in a hurry, and then called up Clerk 
Gregory. Mrs. Stringfeld hastened out of 
the hotel with a cage containing à pet canary. 
Everything else belonging to the couple was 
destroyed.“ 

Nellie Sullivan, who was in charge of 
the telephone switchboard, was set to work 
calling wp the guests rooms and advising 
them to leave the building. By this time 
clouds of smoke were rolling through the 
corridors, and those of the guests who were 
not scurrying down the stairs were at their 
Phones with anxious inquiries. 

“A little fire on the roof. No danger,” 
Miss Sullivan repeated over and over, making 
the different connections. In the midst of 
her work a fireman grabbed her by the 
shoulder. 


Phone Operator Refuses to Go. 

“Come .on- Everybody out!“ he said, 
Miss Sullivan didn’t even look at him. Only 
when a fire insurance man came and covered 
the switchboard forcibly with a tarpaulin 
did she allow herself to be led through the 
dripping, smoky corridor to the street. 

Meanwhile firemen had stationed them- 
selves on the roof of the Rookery and were 
pouring water on the flames from across the 
alley. Others climbed to the roof of the 
south half of the hotel and directed their 
streams across the open court. 

Within half an hour the flames were con- 
fined to the north half of the top story, but 
within that area the fight was a stubborn 
one. 


Mrs, Alice Webb Duke Carried Out. 

Mrs. Alice Webb Duke, the divorced wife 
of the tobacco king, was found by a member 
of Engine company 21 in a room at the north 
end of the building. Smoke and water were 
pouring into her room, but she refused to 
leave without her trunks and finally was 
carried out in a half-fainting condition, 

At republican state headquarters Jess 
Hawkins, “the best known colored man in 
the state,”, stood it as long as he could and 
then left with a typewriter under one arm 
and a dictionary under the other. The papers 
and records of the committee were damaged 
and some of them destroyed.

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ROOSEVELT HEARS PANICECHO 


Chicago Man at White House to 
Tell of Business Needs. 


President Eager to Give Aid When 
Needed to Help Secretary. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—{Spectal.}]— 
There was a thorough discussion of busi- 
ness conditione of the middle west this even- 
ing at the White house by President Roose- 
velt and a number of gentlemen prominent 
in the mercantile circles of Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Kansas City. 

It is understood that the ground was not 
half covered during the two hour conference 
with the president, and the delegation is to 
remain in Washington to havea further con- 
fidential talk tomorrow. 

There is to be a thorough going over of the 
business situation as regards. the three im- 
portant cities of the middle west, and it is 
hinted that the president is entirely willing 
to receive any suggestions that will eventual- 
ly lead to the restoration of any confidence 
in thé administration that is lacking in those 
parts. 

The presidential chances of William H. 
Taft figure largely in the motives of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in receiving and frankly dis- 
cussing the situation with the western busi- 
ness men, and it is safe to say that he has 
in mind the doing of anything within the 
bounds of his policy that will help those 


chances. 
Conference Called by President. 

John V. Farwell Jr., Charles H. Wacker, 
and one or two others prominent in the 
financial and business world of Chicago were 
present. From St. Louis there were Festus 
‘J. Wade, president of the Mercantile Trust 
company, and J. E. Smith, president of the 
Business Men's association. Kansas City 
was also represented at the conference. 

The appearance of all these gentiemen at 
Washington was largely the result of a let- 
ter recently written to B. F. Yoakum by the 
president asking him to come to Washington 
for an interview. 

As a result of the interview Mr. Yoakum 
assigned certain officials of the Rock Island 
to get in touch with the commercial associa- 
tions at the three cities named. 

At a secret meeting of the representatives 
of these associations held in Chicago, which 
was attended, among others, by Messrs. 
Farwell, Wacker, John Shedd of Marshall 
Field & Co., and Charles H. Conover of Hib- 
bard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., a statement 
of business conditions generally and certain 
needed remedies was drawn up for submis- 
sion to the president. 

This statement finally was turned down as 
being an instrument that came a long ways 
from representing the exact temper of thé 
Chicago meeting, where there were just a few 
charges that President Roosevelt himself 
was responsible for a lot of the disturbed 
financial conditions in the middie west.

Tragic Ending Follows Marriage of 
Rosa Dibiuse to Rival. 


Driven to bay after he had murderous'y at- 
tacked a young woman who jilted him to be- 
come the bride of another, Nicholas Fortuna 
leaped into the Calumet river and drowned 
himself at Blue Island yesterday afternoon” 
to escape the fury of a mob in close pursuit. 

It was a tragic ending to a romance that 
had its beginning in far away Palermo, in 
the Mediterranean sea. 

The victim of Fortyna's wrath, Mrs. Rosie 
Dibluse, fs at St. Francis hospital in Blue 
Island, suffering from three wounds. inflict- 
ed with arazor. She may recover. 

A6months old baby siece of Mrs. Dibiuse, 
who was unintentionally slashed across the 
head by the frenzied Italian, is under a doc- 
tor’s care at the homé of her parents, where 
the assault took place. 


Wooed Girl Many Years. 

Fortuna had long been a suitor for the 
hand of Rosie Orsino, who was called the 
prettiest girl jn “ Little Italy,” as the east 
side of Blue Island is locally known. They 
were playmates together in Palermo, be- 
fore either was old enough to know anything 
about love, and later they became sweet- 
hearts. 

About two years ago Rosie left her native 
land and came to Blue Island. She mac 
her home with a brother, Pietro Orsino. 

A few months later Fortuna followed his 
sweetheart across the ocean, and his arrival 
in Blue Island was the occasion of much 
jollification. He found employment with the 
Calumet Electric Street railway company at 
Morgan Park, a neighboring town. 

A few weeks ago their engagement was 
announced. Fortune ordered a wedding suit 
from a Chicago tailor, which will be his 
shroud. 

Rival Appears in Blue Island. 

A short time ago Donato Dibiuse appeared 
in Blue Island, having come from Altoona, 
Pa. He wore better clothes than Fortuna 
and was better looking. Rosie saw him one 
day and was smitten. The acquaintance, 
of short duration, ended on Thursday in the 
marriage of Rosie to Dibiuse. 

Yesterday morning Fortuna was at the 
saioon of Angelo Martino and some of his 
friends began to chaff him for being jilted. 
He invited everybody in the place to drink 
with him. This was the toast he gave: 

“tT no care for woman who giva me the 
shake lika that. Some day maybe she be 
sorry she not marry ‘ Nick.“ 

He remembered drinking at the saloon 
several hours and then went to the home of 
Pietro Oreino, where his sister, Mre. Dibiuse, 
was still staying. As he entered the house 
Mrs. Dibiuse was sitting in a rocking chair 
holding her brother's baby. 

Fortuna rushed upon her with a razor and 
began stashing. The first blow of the blade 
fell upon the head of the infant, cutting a 
deep gash.

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Checks Drawn by Huxholdt. 


“Huxholdt says he prepared the checks 
ia his own hanwriting and guessed at Busse’s 
signature.

Murphy, by J. G. Murphy, and bear the 
clearing house stamp. 

The evidence is that Busse had no ac- 
count at Foreman Brothers’ bank. Maro- 
ney says the checks were shown to Hartzell 
as evidences of good faith. Hartzell denies 
this and says Maroney told him the checks 
were in his possession. I have also a blank 
receipt similar to the one for 6500 given by 
Maroney. It is in Hartzell'e handwriting.

Matron Fears Bethesda Sorrow 


Will Cause More Suicides. 


INMATES IN PITIFUL PLIGHT 


Old People in Bankrupt Home De- 
serted by Former Benefactors. 


The bottle containing. the poison with 
which John Koch, aged gardener at the 
Bethesda home, killed himself on Thursday 
is still mysteriously missing, and Mrs. Mary 
Mann, the matron, shows increased alarm 
over the intentions of some of the other old 
people. ö ; 

There is no doubt about there being a 
suicide pact,’’ said Mrs. Mann last night, 
** [wearched every nook of Koch's room, and 
all his clothes, and could find no trace of the 
bottle. I interviewed all the inmates again, 
but they show little interest in the subject. 
‘I don't know,’ is all I can get out of any of 
them. 

We are worse ot today than ever we 
were. We had to buy coal and bread—here- 
tofore donated—because the people have be- 
come disgusted with the way things are go- 
ing. I would have left the institution today 
had it not been for the pleadings of a number 
of old men and women. After April 11 am 
going back to my old vocation of nurse. I 
have been here since June and have drawn 
only $15 all told.” 


Shows Hope, but Claims Pile Up. 

Frank F. Henning, president of the bank- 
rupt institution, is really the only person 
connected therewith who takes a hopeful 
view of the situation. He believes he can 
interest a Chicago business woman into pur- 
chasing the praperty.

Gov. Deneen is conducting his campeign 
for renomination along party organization 
lines. Richard Yates, not having the same 
Opportunity to secure the support of or- 
ganizations, is going over their heads and 
after the voter directly. If the two candt- 
dates continue to be governed by their pres- 
ent policies the primaries should furnish con- 
chusive evidence as to which method is best 
calculated to produce results under a system 
of direct nominations. 

Naturally Gov. Deneen is not neglecting the 
direct appeal to the voter, and quite as natur- 


~ ally Mr. Yates is not shooing away any or- 


@anization leaders who are friendly to him, 
But the latter announces his determination 
not to try to win by old time organization 
methods, and Goy. Deneen is neglecting none 
of the pr tions which would be taken if 
the nomination were to be decided in conven- 
tion instead of by direct vote. 

Mayor Busse and a majority of the Cook 
county republican managers are consider- 
ably more interested in the success of the 
county ticket next fall than they are in the 
question of the next governor. A loss of the

Wants Harmony in Chicago. 

The difference between Mr. Deneen and 
Mr. Yates in the present instance ie merely 
that the governor controls certain Cook 
coupty territory for local as well as state 
purposes. If a slate is to be framed for the 
county primaries it must have something 
like a solid organization behind it if it is 
to have much chance of success, and there 
cannot be a solid organization if part of it 
is fighting Gov.

Toe 
losers lose and that’s all there can be to it. 
and. moreover, with a number of strong in- 
G@@pendents in the race it is entirely possible 
for both the majority and the minority or- 
ganization factions to lose. 

Theee consicerations do not make it neces- 
gary for Mayor Busse or any other Chicago 
political manager to deciare for Gov. De- 
neen. but they make it probable that few 
fights will be started against him in the 
Organization. 

Congresse man Lorimer and his followers 
are expected to be for former Gov. Yates. 
and if the Deneén orgarizaticn can control 
votes for the present governor it naturally 
follows that the Lorimer organization can 
control votes for the former goverfior. 

It is the plan of the managers to limit the

J asked Sikes point blank what he had 
against Williston and I'll give you my word 
and take my affidavit to the truth of it if this 
isn’t just what he said. He replied that the 
league had criticised Williston and that after 
they had done so the Twenty-fifth ward or- 
ganization had the nerve to indorse him. 

Well if three men who don't live in the 
ward have the right to run the politics of the 
Twenty-fifth ward, then I'm badly mistaken. 

Here's a letter which the league wrote 
Ald. Williston just a year ago. In it he is 
called one of the reliable members of the 
council and he is asked to call at the-offices 
of the organization to help organize the 
council, Now he's a skate. A year ago he 
was reliable, but now he is unfit. I guess 
he must have lost his senses in twelve months 
or some other gentlemen have lost theirs.”’

The invitation, which was couched in most 
cordial. terms, was made the subject of con- 
sideration by President Roosevelt and his 
cabinet today. 

Secretary Root was directed to accept it, 
and the acceptance was laid before the Jap- 
anese ambassador late in the day. 

It is regarded in official circles as more 
than likely that China will be next to bid 
for a look at the fleet, and that should this 
be the case the invitation would be accepted. 


Back Home Next March. 


With the exception of China it is believed to 
have been determined that any other invi- 
tations will be declined, for at best the fleet 
will not now be able to reach the Atlantic 
seaboard before March 1, 1909. 

The itinerary which seems to be the most 
direct includes stops at the Hawalian islands. 
Samoa. Melbourne, Sydney, Manila. Yoko- 
hama—sheuld that port be selected as the 
stopping place in Japan—possibly a Chinese 
port, back to the Philippines, and then home 
by way of the Suez canal, with only such 
stops as are necessary for coaling.

Maine Man Urges Need of Auxil- 
lary Vessels to Aid Fleet 
in Time of War. 


Washington, D. C. March 20—The chip 
Subsidy bill was passed by the senate today. 
N pays to sixteen knot veesels plying be- 
tween this country and South America, the 
Philippines, Japan, China, and Australasia 
per mile, the amount awarded by the act 
ef 1801 to vesrels of twenty knots only. 

The bill was amended in the senate so that 
twelve knot vessels will recéive $2 per mile, 
which is the allowance under existing law 
to »'xteen knot vessels. 

Amendments also were adopted providing 
that if two or more lines of steamships ply 
from Aflantic ports to South America under 


the provisions of the bill one line shall stop 


at two ports south of Cape Charles, and 
stipulating that no more shall be paid for 
subsidies than is received from such service 
by the government, 

An amendment was proposed by Mr. New- 
lands for the creation of a commission con- 
sisting of the secretary of the navy. the 

‘postmaster general, and the secretary of 
commerce and labor, to provide for the con- 
struction of twenty-seven versels at a 
cost of as many millions of dollars, avaliable 
as auxiliary vessels for the navy and to be 
useful to be let out on new lines of trans- 
portation on terms satisfactory to the gov- 
ernment.

PURE SEED BILL IS INDORSED. 


Representative Mann’s Measure Barring 
Adulterations from Interstate Com- 
merce Reported to House. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—[Spectal. ]— 
A bill by Representative Mann reported to 
the house today from the committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce makes it a mis- 
demeanor to carry on interstate or f reign 
commerce in any seed or bulbs which are 
adulterated ar misbranded. 

For example, if seed purporting to be Ken- 
tueky blue grass contained seed of Canada 
blue grass, such a mixture under the pro- 
posed law would be regarded as an adul- 
teration. 

The report on this measure declares that 
the United States has become the dumping 
grourd for all the worthless seed of the 
world. All the seed looks alike to the aver- 
age man, says the report. He doesn't know 
the difference between turnip seed at 40 
cents a pound, cabbage seed worth 52 a 
pound, and cauliflower seed sold at $40 a 
pound. The report says: 

The frightful extent to which the adul- 
teration of seed has grown in our country 
is a menece to the interests of the farmer, 
garcener, horticulturist, and honest seed 
man. Seed that is held over until the germ 
is dead and the vital force entirely gone is 
mixed with fresh seed of the eame kind and 
the mixture sold as fresh seed.“

RAILROADS ARE IN LINE. 


Failure of Carriers to Appear Be- 
fore Solons Taken to Indi- 
cate Acquiescence. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.--[8pecial.]-, . 
A campaign for the establishment o 
order bills of lading by the government, 
which 1s likely to meet with some degreé*of 
success, has been started by an organization 
known as the Committee for the Uniforma- 
tlon of State Lews, which comprises mem- 
bers of the American Banking association 
and leading mercantile associations, boards 
of trade, chambers of commerce, and ex- 
changes throughout the country. 

An all day hearing was accorded repre- 
sentatives of the committee today by the 
house committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce. n 

A bill drawn by the united organizations, 
with Prof. Samuel Williston of Harvard at 
its head, and introduced in the house by Rep- 
resentative Maynard of.Virginia, was under 
consideration. | 

The bil! provides for the amendment of the 
interstate commerce act. by the addition of 
sections which provide that all bills of lading 
issued by common carriers for the trans- 
portation of property between states shall 
have the words order of prominently 
printed thereon, which expression shall refer 
to the name of the person to whose order 
the bill is drawn. 


Makes Bills Negotiable. 


It is proposed to make every order 
bill of lading transferable by indorsement 
and delivery by the person to whose order 
the bill is drawn, or by his indorsee. The 
holder of an order bill of lading is to be 
recognized as the owner of the property in 
traneit to which it relates. 

The measure is in a degree similar in 
nature to the proposition which has been 
per.ding before the interstate commerce com- 
mission for several monthe, Wwhereb it is 
proposed to establish a uniform system of 
Dills of iading for railroads throughout the 
country. 

It was divulged at the hearing today that 
the interstate commerce commission wes 
doubtful as to its powers to prescribe a uni- 
form bill of lading for the railroads, but with- 
in a short time it is expected there will come 
from that body a recommendation for its 
adoption by the rallroads. 

This uniform bili of lading, the railroads 
will not be compelled to adopt, but it is as- 
sumed that they will all find it to their ad- 
vantage to do so. 


Commission Hesitates to Act. 

The interstate commerce commission did 
not feel competent to take up the establish- 
ment of order bills of lading, hence the 
appearance of the commercial men before 
congress with the request that legislation 
be enacted providing for the nationaligation 
of the system of recognized order bills 
of lading, which is in force in several stdtes 
and which, it is claimed, greatly facilitates 
business and enables shippers to finance 
themselves in a manner which it would be 
impossible for them to do if they were com- 
pelled to await cash payments for their 
product. 

The business men who addressed the com- 
merce committee today were C. F. Droste of 
the New York Mercantile exchange, W. 8. 
Thompson of the New York board of trade 
and transportation, Albert M. Reed of the 
Amerſcan Warehoutemen's association and 
American board of trade, Alfred H. Bickman, 
secretary of the National Grocers’ associa- 
tion; George F. Mead of the National League 
of Commission Merchants, Walter Gresham 
ot the Galveston cotton exchange, L. Men- 
delbaum ot the New Tork cotton exchange. 
and Samuel Williston, Harvard university. 


Business Needs Are Urged. 

The speakers said it was the desire of the 
business men to have a bill of lading become 
a negotiable instrument the moment it was 
issued by the railroad company, and to re- 
quire it to be of such legal nature that the 
property which it represented would. in no 
event, shrink in value during transportation 
without recompensé by rallroads. 

In some mmunities a large amount of 
reddit business is constantly being transact- 
ed througfh the medium of warehouse re- 
ceipts and oftentimes the amount of money 
represented by the consignment -changes 
hands many times. even before the consign- 
ment of goods has been shipped. 

Prof. Williston told the committee of ex- 
periences the commercial men had had with 
the interstate commerce commission and 
about what could probably be expected from 
that quarter in the line of uniform bills of 
lading. It was maintained that the action 
requested of the committee of the house 
would not interfere with the proposed recom- 
mendation for uniform. bills of lading by the 
commission.

The statement of Mr. Mendelbaum of the 
New York cotton exchange that 80 per cent 
of the cotton of the country was handled 
by members of that exchange led Repre- 
sentative Lovering of Massachusetts, one of

Suspension of Schedules. 


FOR COMMISSION OF NINE. 


Bill Wonld Have Men of Many Minds 
Handle Tariff Problem. 


— 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—I¢ the bill 
to create à tariff commission introduced to- 
day by Senator La Follette should become 
a law it would be competent for the commis- 
elon and the president, acting together, to 
suspend any tariff schedule dnd put on the 
free list any article upon which there wae 
such a combination as would control protiuc- 
tion, prices, or wages, either in the United 
States or in a foreign market. 

The bill provides for the appointment of 
a commission of nine members, one from 
each of the judicial circuits of the nation, 
and, no one of them shall de a member of 
congress. Not more than five are to be mem- 
bers of any one political party. 

One is to be skilled in manufacturing, an- 
other in agriculture, another in imports, an- 
other a representative of labor; one a lawyer 
versed in the tariff laws, one an expert in 
tariff and reciprocity, the next in the knowl- 
edge of production and accounting, another 
a statistician who has made a study of the 
foreign markets, and the last an eminent 
economiet.’’ 


Terms of Members Ten Years. 


Each member is to receive a yearly salary 
of $10,000, and after the first eleven years 
of the commission, each member is to be ap- 
pointed for ten years. 

The first appointments are arranged to 
terminate so that a new member should be 
appointed every year. 

In presenting his bill La Follette said 
he would soon ask thé senate for time to 
speak on it. In respect to the section au- 
theorizing the suspension of duties, he said 
he had placed that provision there ap giv- 
ing his own views on the tariff and because 
he believed congress had a right to legislate 
along those lines. 

Washington is made the headquarters of 
the commission, but it is authorized to have 
hearings any place in the United States and 
to send members or officers abroad to ob- 
tain information. 

It is authorised to make a special inquiry 
regarding the difference in the cost of 
producing articles in this country and in 
foreign countries, ascertaining the wage. 
hours of service, efficiency of labor, and 
standard of living in foreign countries. 

The commission also is given authority to 
make minute inquiry as to the cost of pro- 
duction of articies in this country end to 
summen witnesses, examine books, and the 
like. The first report shall be made to con- 
gress by Jan. 1, 1000, and annually there- 
after. 

Tariff Suspension Provision. 

With reference to the suspension of tariff 
on articles controlled either by a firm or 
combination. the bill says: 

“ Whenever there exists any such agree- 
ment or arrangement by which the parties 
thereto unduly promote their advantages, 
and whenever any person, firm, co-partner- 
ship, corporation, or association owns or 
controls such a proportion of any demestic 
article named the imposition and collection 
of duties on the imported article shall be 
suspended and such articls admitted free of 
duty if the cost of labor of the domestic 
article does not exceed that of the foreign 
article. 

“Tf the cost of labor exceeds that of the 
foreign article, such article shall be sub- 
jected to a rate of duty equivalent to the 
difference in the cost of labor of the domestic 
and foreign article." 

The suspension is to be made by the presi- 
dent upon the recommendation of the com- 
mission, and the bill provides that said 
suspension or reduction of duties shall re- 
main in force until removed or modified by 
congress.

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BISHOP d. H. FOWLER’ DEAD 


Churchman Began His Eventful 
Career in Chicago. 


POWER: IN COLLEGE WORK. 


Efforts in Behalf of Education Led

Charles Henry Fowler began his long and 
distinguished career as a churchman and 
educator in Chicago. At the time of his 
death he was a trustee of Syracuse uni- 
versity, which is the outgrowth of his alma 
mater, Genesee college; Drew theological 
seminary. Madison, N. J.; and the American 
university at Washington. 

Bishop Fowler was born in Burford, Ont., 
and after graduating from Genesee college 


Garrett Biblical institute at Evanston. He 
graduated in divinity in 1861. In the follow- 
ing twelve years he was pastor of four Chi- 
cago churches and then was made president 
of Northwestern university. In addition to 
being president he was professor of mental 
and moral philosophy, and was a leader in 
stransforming Northwestern from a college to 
a university. 

Under his. administpation the Woman's col- 
lege became a part ‘of the university, and 
owing to the insistence of President Fowler it 
game under the faculty of the College of Lib- 
1 Arts. Miss Frances E. Willard, then 

ad of the Woman's college, resigned. 

In 1873 the contract was made establish- 
ing relations with the Union College of Law, 
now the North western law school. Begin- 
nings also were made in graduate work in the 
College of Liberal Arts. courses for the de- 
gree of doctor of philosophy. were first out- 
lined, modern languages were introduced, 
and the institution broadened in every way. 
His administration was marked by a notable 
increase in the number of students. 

President Fowler became head of the uni- 
versity in the fall of 1872 and resigned in 
May, 1876, to accept the editorship of the 
New York Christian Advocate. 


Heroic in Lady Elgin Disaster. 

It was while a student at Garrett Biblical 
institute that Bishop Fowler, with Edward 
Spencer and Bishop Hartzell,’ performed 
deeds of heroism in rescuing persons from 
the steamer Lady Elgin, which burned off 
Evanston with great loss of life. A bill is 
pending in congress awarding medals to these 
heroes in late recognition of their bravery. 

Dr. Fowler: then corresponding secretary 
of the Methodist Missionary society, was 
elected a bishop in 184. As such he trav- 
eled in many distant parts of the world. He 
visited South America m 1885 and Japan, 
Corea, and China in 1888. The universities 
at Peking and Nankin were organized by 
him. He established the First Methodist 
church of St. Petersburg, Russia, the Maclay 
College of Theology’ in southern California, 
and assisted in founding the Nebraska Wes- 
leyan university at Lincoln. In 1898 he was 
a delegate to the Wesleyan conference in 
England. 

He suggested and inaugurated the twen- 
tieth century thank offerifi@ of hie church, 
whereby more thar $20,000,000 was raised 
for the church. He also originated the open 
door emergency commission, Which eventu- 
ated in the great Cleveland convention, at 
which, with the bishop. presiding, $235,000 
wee ‘raised in @ single evening.

It should 
have been amended long ago, after the

which were Illegal. President Roosevelt 
often has called the ‘attention of congress 
to the eubject. In his message last De- 
cember the described the “futility of en- 
deavoring to put a stop to all business 
eombinations” and condemned the at- 
tempt “to forbid honest men from doing 
what must be done under modern business 
conditions.” 

While the law should be amended 80 as 
to deprive it of its unreasonable and op- 
pressive features, it ehould not be modified 
in duch a manner as to attempt to legalize 
boycotting. The anthracite strike commis- 
sion truthfully described the boycott as 
“a cruel weapon of aggression” whose 
use was immoral and anti-social.” It 
was equally unsparing in ita denunciation 
of blacklisting. Neither should be given 
direct or indirect sanction. 

The Washington dispatches say that 
the bill which is being drafted to amend 
the Sherman law condemns boycotts and 
that the president is deaf to the plea of 
labor leaders that there should be no 
such provision. He will remain obdurate 
unless he shall give up the doctrine he 
-has steadily maintained, that wrongdoing 
should not be tolerated whether capital or 
labor was the offender. If there be any- 
thing in the anti-trust law which restricts 
the legitimate and harmless freedom of 
action of corporations or labor unions, out 
with t: but there should be no attempt 
to legalize immoral and unlawful prac- 
tices, no matter who the perpetrators 
may be. 


ALDERMEN FOR THE GREATER CITY. 
Not many days remain for the voters of 
Chicago to make up their minds as to who 
shal] represent them and their interests in 
the city council. The air is full of the 
claims of contestants, and in several of 
the wards the struggle is keen enough and 
interesting enough in fts factors to hold 
the attention of the whole community. 

Ap evident and perhaps inevitable re- 
eult of the reform achieved by the Munici- 
pal Voters’ league and the press in rid- 
ding the council of the “gray wolves” 
has been a slackening of publie interest 
in the council. The community has been 
inclined for some years to rest on its lau- 
rels, and this is the danger confronting 
the city now. It is not a question of the 
return of the “gray wolves.” They are 
always threatening the sheepfold, but not 
for many years is public opinion likely to 
fall so sound asleep as to permit of any- 
thing approaching a successful raid of 
marauders. 

The issue has changed. Honesty is 
in most wards an accepted prerequisite. 
The paramount question now is efficiency. 

As the Municipal Voters’ league de- 
clared in its latest annual report, the 
council needs an accretion of ability. It 
needs more efficient, aggressive members. 
It needs a general raising of its level of 
practical competency, and it needs a 
larger nucleus of high class, straight, busi- 
ness men as leaders. 

Citizens, especially the very class from 
which our council headers ought to be 
drawn, do not sufficiently realize the vital 
importance to our civic betterment of an 
intelligent, effective council. The class 
referred to—the leading men in the busi- 
ness and professional world—tend to con- 
sider solely administration and to rely 
solely upon the choice of an efficient 
mayor and administrative officials. They 
ignore the truth that under the munici- 
pal government of Chicago the legislative 
power vested in the contemned city ooun- 
cil is and is likely always to remain a 
most potent factor in any broad scheme 
of improvement they may suggest. 

The initiative in plans for the greater 
Chicago has come from the real leaders 
of the community. But if these plans are 
to be realized without vexatious and un- 
necessary delays, without unnecessary cost 
and foolish drawbacks and diversions, 
we must have at least a controlling group 
of men in the council capable of meeting 
the men-bdehind-the-plans on their own 
high ground, capable of taking up their 
work ably and effectually by such practi- 


| cal legislation as is lawful and expedient. 


Citizens must keep this before them. 
It creates a duty for every elector to base 
his vote upon. Especlally is it important 
that wards whose electorate is above the 
average of intelligence—or, rather, up to 
the level of intelligent concern in the wel- 
fare ef the city-——should send to the coun- 
cll aldermen of the stamp the city needs. 

Questions of partisan politics, of per- 
sonal loyalty, of local interest Should be 
sunk in the larger need of the eity. The

only to the lord lieutenant.

One of the duties of the high sheriff is to 
receive the judgee who visit the capital of 
the county the assizes with flourishes of 
trumpets, javelin men, and all sorts of 
medieval pomp and ceremony. 

The judge enters the assize town in a 
carriage and four provided by the high 
sheriff and is clad for the occasion in scarlet 
and ermine, with a wig on his head, while 
the high sheriff must wear either uniform or 
a velvet court dress, with knee breeches, 
further solemnity being lent to the spectacle 
by the presence of the high sheriff's chap- 
lain in full canonicale. 

It is the high sheriff's duty, moreover, to 
furnish, at his own expense, to the visiting 
judge of the assize a residence and enter- 
tainment consonant with his dignity; and 
the late Lord Brampton, who figured for so 
many years on the bench as Sir Henry 
Hawkins on one occasion angrily upbraid- 
ed from the bench, and even impesed a fine 
of 3500 upon a high sheriff of Norwich for 
“imprisoning me in a bleak house on @ 
frozen waste; the “ bleak house ”’ consist- 
ing of a large suburban residence pleasantly 
situated in a prettily wooded park. 

The judges are strictly prohibited from tak - 
ing up their residence at any public hotel or 
inn during the asaizes, and until recently the 
same rule applied to members of the bar 
who accompanied the judges on circult. They 
were forced to reside in lodgings. 

This curious rule is supposed to have orig- 
inated in medieval times, with the pre- 
sumption that judges and members of the 
bar would be more easily exposed to charges 
of undue influence if residing at an inn and 
mingling with the guests of the establish- 
ment than if living in private lodginga

The high sheriffs are likewise theoretically 
responsible for convic murderers under 
sentence of death, who are confided to their 
care, and they are likewise accountable, also 
theoretically, for their execution. 

Sir Claude de Crespigny, while high sheriff 
of Hesex, took his duties so seriously to 
heart that on one occasion when an execution 
occurred at Colchester, the county town of 
Essex, he insisted on being on the scaffold 
in order to see that there was no hitch in 
the proceedings. 

Fortunately everything went off well. For 
if there had been any hitch Sir Claude would 
have oonsidered it to be his bounden duty to 
lend a hand, and had prepared himself for 
this by acting as assistant to Berry, the offi- 
cial executioner, on the occasion of the hang- 
ing of the three Netherby hall murderera, 

The Rev. Dr. Burnaby, in hia Memoirs of 
Famous Trials,“ published by Sisleys in 
London some time ago, states that on this 
occasion Berry had ap his assistant “ the 
well known sportsmen, Sir Claude de Cree- 
pigny. While Berry pinioned Rudge and 
Martin Sir Claude, who aseumed the name 
of Malden, did the same for James Baker 
and adjusted the noose on the scaffold.”’ 

On this becoming known an attempt wes 
made to expel Sir Claude from some of the 
Londom clube to which he belonged, but 
eventually the matter was dropped, 

Sir Claude does not make any secret about 
the affair, and discusses the matter freely 
in his most entertaining memoirs, to which 
a preface was written by the late duke of 
Beaufort.

When he left the council, twelve 
ago, he bought an interest in the South Chi- 
cago Brewing company, and was president 
of the corporation until it was merged into 
the United Brewers’ association. 

Mr. Hildreth was born in Vermont, but 
came to Chicago when a young boy. He 
served in the old Board of Trade battery 
during the war of the rebellion. On his 
return to Chicago he was appointed a gauger 
in the internal revenue service, and kept 
that position until 1871. He was elected al- 


in 1878, but the council refused to seat him.

EFFORT OF ACRITICTO MAKE 


“FRIEDRICH NWT. ear ” (Lace & 

Co., publishers), believes there is no gain- 
saying the proof that he is 

“Mr, Roosevelt,” saye Mr. Mencken, “ is 
by immense odds the most influential man 
in the United States today. He is the ac- 
cepted spokesman and rabbi of at least 50,- 
000,000 human beings, and has a quite un- 
canny faculty tor impressing them, driving 
them, and convincing them against their will. 
And among other things he has made embryo 
Nietascheans of them all, for im all things 
fundamental the Rooseveltian philosophy 
and the Nietsschean philosophy are identi- 
cal.” 

Mr. Mencken proceeds to quote from Miets- 
sche’s, “Thus spake 


“I wish to preach,” writes the president, 


“mot the doctrine of ignoble ease, but the. 


doctrineof the strenuous life, the life of toil 
and effort, of labor and strife; to preach the 
highest form of success which comes net to 
the man who desires mere easy peace, but to 


the man who does not shrink from danger, 


from hardship, or from bitter toil, and who, 
out of these, wine the splendid ultimate tri- 
umph.” This is followed by a quotation from 
“ Zarathrustra..”’ 

“I do not advise you to conclude peace, but 
to conquer! What ie good? ye ask. To be 
brave is good. Thus live your life of obedi- 
ence and war! Man is something to be sur- 
passed. 

Mr. Roosevelt says: “When men fear 
righteous war, when women fear mother- 
hood, well it is then that they should vanish 
from the earth.’ And Zarathrustra says: 
Thus would I have men and women: fit for 
warfare the one, fit for giving birth the 
other.“ 

Of course, to all who are acquainted with 
Nietzsche's idea of the superman, the identi- 
fication of Roosevelt with that idea must 
have ooourred. But there are essential differ- 
ences. Mr. Roosevelt's attitude toward life 
is essentially expectant—and the reader wil! 
please understand that this is not a covert 
allusion to the third term. While N ietzsche 
covers his pages with “I hate,” “I dislike,” 
“I will have none of,“ “I would do away 
with,“ Mr. Roosevelt holds a constructive 
policy and would rather make the most of 
what comes to hand than act the part of an 
iconoclast. While he is a man of reckless 
originalities, he is not without his tenderness 
toward traditions. 


co 


If he wishes women to bear children. he 
would be the last man to consider as useless 
or a failure the woman who, because of 
some maladjustment of destiny, found her- 
self unable to do so. All of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
impulse is toward sociability. Of all this 
gregarious nation, he is, perhaps, the man 
who best likes a crowd. If Nietzsche thrived 
on the opposition of his kind, and prided him- 
self on their contumely; Mr. Roosevelt fat- 
tens on their applause, and is revitalized by 
their approval. He has, unlike Nietzsche, a 
sense Of satisfaction in the power of the 
oo people, and no enemy of his would 
go so far as to say that ha cast compassion 
out of his policy of life. 

I have enlarged upon this merely to fllus- 
trate the great defect of Mr. Mencken's ap- 
praisement of Nietzgohe, and that is, his in- 
ability to realize that Nietzsche is a destruc- 
tive force. All of us who have any need for 
compassion, or assistance, or love, or brother- 
hood must fight him, because he was—nay, is 
—our outspoken and determined enemy. He 
considered civilization, religion, and chival- 
ry ag devices of the weak to protect them- 
selves. Let so much be admitted, if u will 
do Mencken or the wild révenant of Nietzsche 
any good. Let us admit this “ conspiracy of 
the weak which sees to it that the aged 
are not slain, that wives are not flogged, that 
the sick are not neglected, and the insane 
not abused. Let us even go so far a@ to 
rejoice that in the days when Nietzsche's 
tempestuous brain gave way, one of the 
despised, a woman-—incapable of honor, in- 
tegrity, or significant thought, though 
Nietzsche must have esteemed her to be— 
remained by him, loving and unafraid to the 
last. Though circumstances made him of the 
great brotherhood of the weak, and a love 
beyond his comprehension, comforted him in 
his hour of defeat, let us not exult at the 
overthrow of his arrogance, but discern in 
the revolt against established law which 
set him apart from his kind, the germs of that 
subtle, disintegrating malady, criminal ego- 
tiem. He was, indeed, more pitiable than the 
wretches he scorned to pity. 

I am conscious of inconsistencies in the 
character of this man which seem singuler, 
indeed, coming from one who is acclaimed by 
his frantic followers, as the most logical of 
philosophers and the most fearless of real-

„For example, he rages against every form 
of pretense. His “ Uteralness, comments 
his biographer, 18 the hall mark of his en- 
tire philosophy. He is the high priest of the 
actual”; yet, though he was a commoner 
by birth, he “ liked to think that he was 
descended from the Polish nobility, and was 
fond of maintaining that his forefathers had 
suffered greatly and fallen from that vast 
grandeur for their opinions, religious and 
political. He had no proof of this, but it 
pleased him to think so. = 

Fancy the triviality of the fiction! Fancy 
the degradation—to “a high priest of the 
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1 } actual amt gush an affectation! The truth 
is, this but confirms the theory of Nietasche's 
diseased egotism. 

Tt is a notable fact that all the pessimistic 
philosophers are in a great state of mind 
about women, and it would not take a very 
shrewd person to suspect that there might 
be something pathological in this violent 
swing of the pendulum from the abnormal 
interest which a certain group of egotists 
take in women to the abnormal contempt 
for them which is felt by such men as Scho- 
penhaur, Weininger, and Nietzsche. Prob- 
ably a part of Nietzsche's violent condemna- 
tion of Christianity arose from his subtle 
and unrecognized feeling that the oocidenta) 
woman was the chief exponent of Christian- 
ity. He must have felt that belief to be her 
chief weapen against the strong "—the 
“free spirite "—whose arrogant irresponsi- 
bility he with his fiaming eloquence. 
Yet, while he ns Christianity because 
it is the foe to joy and material attainments, 
and holds woman in scorn for her docility 
and slavishness, he, with quite amazing is- 
consistency, concludes by defrauding hor of 
all the virtues! She is contemptible because 
of her “morality,” founded, as he believes 
it to be, upon fear, superstition, and a desire 
to protect her interests, and then, ultimately, 
she has ne morality! 
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“The participation of women in large at- 
fairs,”’ Mencken says, “ he argued, could lead 
to but one result—the contamination of the 
masculine ideals of justice, honor, and truth 
by feminine ideals of dissemination, equivo- 
cation, and intrigue.” And this after we 
have been argued into believing that good 
never is absolute, honor à point of view 
depending upon the century and country in 
which one lives and “ justice” a quality 
out of keeping with the proud progress of the 
superman, who must sweep onward to his 
high altitude beyond good and evil,” re 
gardiess of the injury inflicted upon the 
weak. 

Yea, in spite of one’s desire to win the 
approval of the higher critics, I must admit 
myself to be one of the weak and united 
with the “ conspiracy of the weak against 
all supermen. As I am a woman, a6 I may 
be maimed or ill, or lose my reason, or grow 
old, I believe im a society that will care for 
me in my misfortunes—the same society that 
cared for Nietzsche in his. The Dionesian 
or Greek idea benefits, after all, only the 
hala, the beautiful, the young, and the power- 
ful, and for how brief a time may any of 
us be these things Acting upon the advice 
of Nietzsche that we should cling to what 
is best for us, we hold to that philosophy of 
life which includes, lover, brotherhood, and 
compassion.

Within eighteen 
months the author has gone carefully over 
easterm Siberia, examining the country and 
the changes which have taken place since the 
late war. Most particularly has he inveeti- 
gated Harbin and Viadivostok. The tre 
mendous untrained, unscientific, and unre- 
alized strength of Russia in resources and 
the potentialities of future empire amaze 
him. Of Harbin he says: 
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“Harbin, a town that grew up like a 
mushroom and in the end did far more for 
the Russian cause than constant efficiency 
from the beginning might have done for a 
power of limited strength. Here in this 
lonely town were stored or were quickly ac- 
cumulated such masses of energy, materials, 
and men that with all the world on the side 
of the Japanese and the money bags of Bu- 
rope held wide open to them, an absolute 
stalemate in the fleld was quickly reached, 
although everything in the firet instance had 
been in favor of an overwhelming Japanese 
victory and an overwhelming Russian col- 
lapse.” 

Passing to Japan, he proceede te assert 
that the western world does not begin to re- 
alize the character of the spirit which 18 
behind the new Japan. The awakening of 
the Japanese has induced a spirit of commer- 
cial activity not second to that of the Amer- 
loans themselves. Backed by the govern- 
ment, now with subsidies and now with 
arms, the Japanese merchant, exporter, and 
steamship owner refuses to play second fid- 
dle in any eastern market. 

This new spirit is busy arranging the 
entire population in tiers, the topmost of:

Europe; the next those who half understand 
and half hesitate; the next those who have 
witnessed some external features of the 
much lauded westernism, and instinctively 
feel ita opposition to their own culture; and, 
finally, below these, the many millions of

ods, it will soon be in a fair way to dictate 
pretty much what it pleases. But opposed 
to this is the similar awakening in China, a 
nation far the superior of Japan intellectually 
and immeasurably greater in area, popule- 
tion, and resources, Should Japan succeed 
in allying herself with China and compel the 
latter to adopt her policies and methods as 
would seem possible, these two could stand 
against the whole western world. Japan 
could then see with indifference her alliance 
with England expire.

Prof. Hume of the Iili- 
nois station urges farmers to take warning from 
these tests. Unless they know that the seed they 
are using is of normal vitality they should sow up 
to four bushels per acre instead of the usual

and sald the present wheat prospect in the south- 
west is better than usual. He finds no damage 
anywhere from the green bugs, and finds few 
of them present.

due to observers who are mistaking the green leaf 
louse, or the rosy louse, on the roots and stems of 
wheat for the green bug. or Toxoptera graminum. 
The former are present, as they always are, and 
are unimportant. There is yet time for the true 
green bug to develop dangerously, but it is not 
seriously in evidence yet, and general conditions 
of growth and weather are against it. The plant 
is vigorous, well rooted, and developing fast. The 
winter. while mild, has not been favorable to un- 
due development of insect life. Hessian fly is 
prevalent more than usual in Kaneas. but until 
the spring brood develops about the end of April, 
the possible damage cannot be measured.

CHICAGO, March 20—Buoyancy characterized 
the hog and sheep markets, while inferior quality 
kept cattle prices within the bounds previously 
established. Receipts of the latter were light and 
many of the local buyers, knowing they could not 
get the grade of stock they wanted, kept away 
from the market.

$6.55, the top of the market, and 10c better than 
the same class on Thursday's market, but buyers 
said they showed better quality, and that prices 
bt ad not higher ae — the previous day.

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STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 


The rapid advance in cattle prices have made 
traders apprehensive, as they fear that shippers 
out in the country will overdo themselves and 
send in enough cattle here to flood the market. 
“Monday will be the crucial day,” said one 
trader. and if prices hold then there is no rea 
son why they should not reach $7.00 before an- 
other week. 

Advices from Iowa reported a limited supply of 
fat steers in that section, and said that the num- 
ber of steers on feed is significant. A shipper 
from Indiana spoke in about the same tenor and 
said shippers were not getting any benefit from 
the advance, as they could not secure cattle. 


Traders generally look for a good run of hogs 
here for Monday. They figure that nearly all the 
hogs that are ready for market are in the west, 
and shippers from that section usually ship their 
swine Saturday night, so as to have them in Mon- 
day’s market. 

The disposition to ship hogs to market before 
commencing spring work is expected to stimulate 
the movement of hogs marketward, but traders 
look for only a moderate increase, as farmers are 
getting bullish and prefer holding their hogs for 
higher prices. 

The narrow range of hog prices attracted atten- 
tion. All weights made a top, while the light 
hogs made better gains than the heavier class, 
the former being boosted by the demand from 
packers and shippers. 

Doud & Keefer bought T7 distillery steera. 
weighing around 1,870 Ibs, at $6.55, and Armour & 
Co. took 18 at that price, which is 10c better than 
the previous high price of the year. 

Receipts of cattle so far this week decreased 
8,147, as compared with arrivals the same period 
last week. Receipts of hogs increased 4,141 and 
of sheep decreased 10,364. 

Shipments of cattle so far this week were 1,205 
in excess of those for the same period a week ago, 
while hogs decreased 8,781 and sheep decreased 
5,085 

Swift & Co. paid §4.90@5.00 for their hogs on 
Friday, while Boyd-Lunham put up $4.95 for their 
droves. 

Hammond and r & Co. received about 
1,000 hogs from outside markets on Friday.
